Declaration  Of  Independence 


When  in  the  course  of  human  events,  it 
becomes  necessary  for  one  people  to  dissolve 
the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them 
with  another,  and  to  assume  among  the  powers 
of  the  earth , the  separate  and  equal  station  to 
which  the  Laws  of  Nature  and  of  Nature’s 
God  entitle  them,  a decent  respect  to  the  opin- 
ions of  mankind  requires  that  they  should  de- 
clare the  causes  which  impel  them  to  the  sep- 
aration. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self  evident,  that 
all  men  are  created  equal,  that  they  are  en- 
dowed by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalien- 
able Rights,  that  among  these  are  Life , Liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  Happiness. 

That  to  secure  these  rights.  Governments 
are  instituted  among  Men,  deriving  their  fust 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed, — 
That  whenever  any  form  of  government  be- 


comes destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  Right 
of  the  People  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to 
institute  new  Government,  laying  its  founda- 
tion on  such  principles  and  organizing  its  pow- 
ers in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem  most 
likely  to  effect  their  Safety  and  Happiness. 
Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate  that  Govern- 
ments long  established  should  not  be  changed 
for  light  and  transient  causes;  and  accordingly 
all  experience  hath  shown,  that  mankind  are 
more  disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  suffer- 
able, than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing 
the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  But 
when  a long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpations, 
pursuing  invariably  the  same  Object  evinces 
a design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  Des- 
potism, it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to 
throw  off  such  Government,  and  to  provide 
new  Guards  for  their  future  security.

there  are  the  insolubles  such  as 
dirt  or  dust. 

All  dry  cleaning  fluids  remove 
the  first  kind  of  spots,  but  no 
dry  cleaning  fluid  dissolves  the 
second  kind  (sugar  stains).  The 
insolubles  are  removed  by  deter- 
gent in  the  cleaning  fluids  and 
the  tumbling  action  of  the  ma- 
chines. 

You  must  remove  or  treat  sug- 
ar spots,  particularly  candy,  ice 
cream,  and  other  sugary  goods, 
before  putting  your  clothes  in 
the  machine.  When  you  do  not 
know  the  nature  of  a spot,  sponge 
it  gently  first  with  warm  water 
and  a mild  detergent  solution  on 
the  off  chance  that  it  is  a sugar- 
type  stain. 

Once  you  have  your  clothes 
properly  cleaned  it  is  best  to  hang 
the  garments  on  suitable  shaped 
hangers  as  soon  as  you  take  them 
off.  This  will  keep  them  well 
pressed. 

Alternate  the  garments  you 
wear  to  give  your  clothes  a 
chance  to  get  rid  of  wrinkles  and 
return  to  the  shape  built  into 
them.  As  much  as  possible  keep 
your  clothes  in  a cool,  dry,  airy 
place  and  never  hang  in  closet 
while  wet. 

Frequently  brush  dust  and  lint 
from  your  clothes  always  brush- 
ing in  the  direction  of  the  nap. 
Turn  trouser  cuffs  down  and 
brush  out  lint  and  dirt  before 
tossing  them  into  a coin-operated 
dry  cleaning  machine.
